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he heWeresfhe cold affusion, which proves so powerful an engine in tUe hands of I>r. 
Currie and others iu breaking catenated febrile a«tion by its shoct, has not got as fair 
a trial as it deserves. The cutaneous diseasc.(soos<;-«to) mentioned in our la^t, has 
almost entirely disappeared, by the use of local applications of a stimulatins! nature. 
This Report shall terminate with an extract from the last number of the Lonilou ftfe- 
dical Beview, which cannot but be gratifying to such of your readers as are engaged 
iu the practice of operative surgery, by affording them a reasonable hope of success, 
iq attempts to save the lives of their fe'low-creatures, by the perfoirmaoce of opera- 
tions of so formidable a nature, as to be seldom attempted till the present day, even 
by most bold and daring practitiouers. 

" The operation for carotid aiieurisra, performed by Mr.- Astley Cooper in Guy's Hos. 
pitai, in June last, has been attended, we are h.ippy to say, with perfect success. It 
is b^hly valuable, inasmuch as it is hitheito the only case by which, as far as we 
know, the credit and character of the (^eration are supported } we mean Us charac- 
ter in a medical sense. The practicability of the safe application and removal of the 
ligature was put beyond doubt, by the event of his first opeiation foithe disease, two 
years ago. Humphrifs, the subject of the former, resides in Labour-in-vatft court, 
Old Fisfi-street. He is perfectly well, and has returned to his employ, which is that 
of aporter. The facial and temporal arteries of the corresponding side have no susi- 
reptible pulsation. On the opposite side, the temporal artery is larger than usual* 
The tumour has totally disappeared. His intellect ifs-perfect — >b(s nervous-.systero un- 
aft'ected : and the very severe pain whiehhe endured upon the same side of the hCald, 
previous to the operation, he has never experienced since. A hoarseness, which be had 
prior to the operation, cmitinues, though it is not now so much asithasbeen. 

Tlie subject of an operation (performed abimt the same lime by the same gentleman) 
for inguinal aneurirni, has likeivise perfectly recoveredj he Walks with coiVsidcrable ease,- 
with the aid of a stick, and has accomplished a walk of three quarters of a mile at one 
time. He makes no complaint of coldiress iu the limb. The event of this case is the 
more gratifying, as the man did not see Mr. Cooper until the tumoin-, which was very 
targe, was actually livid, and the operation could not have been postponed without ebn- 
siderable ri*<jue. In proof of this, we may add, that on the sixth day following, the 
sac burst am! dischaigeU its contents.

Fair rising from her icy reuch. 

Wan lieralil of the floial year. 
The snow-drop marks the spring's apiiroacfi, 

Krc the Orst primrose groups appear. 
Or peers the arnui through its spotted veil, 
Or vi«lets srpnt the cold capriciotis gale. 
After a winter marked l>y unusual severity, the appearance of the spnhg rorh. 
veys wore than ordinary pleasure, all nature seems to rfjoice, and the benign 
influence of the vivifyinsf sun jjroduces a degree of excitement, uhich makes the 
fountains of life flow with rapid currents. The merry birds del'tght the ear, and 
the sight is coulinually gratilied in beholding the stvelling buds, and expanding 
ilowers. 

On the 26th, the Wood lark and the AVren again resumed Ibefv song, joined by 
the Common Bunting (Kmberiza .Miliaria.) 

29, The Robin (Motacillii. Rub«col.i} and Hedge Sparrow (St. Moilularis) singing, 
and on the 4th of February, the Common Thrusfi (Turdus musiews) on flie 13th 
the Chaffinch (Fringilla Ccelebs) and on the 14th the I.arfe (Alaiida Arvensis) n- 
iiited in the concert. 

On the 1st of February, the Redwings (Tuf'dus Iliacus) which had disappeared 
at the first commencement of the severe weather, began to re-appear. 
Geese become noisy, a sign they will soon begin to prepare their nests. 
January 29, Cathins on the Filberts, shedding their fafnia, and the fertile 
flowers showing their tnfts of crimson styles. 

February 10, Snow-drops (GalanChus Nivalis) and Winter Aconite, or Christ- 
mas Rose (Helleborus Niger) flowering. 

16, Single Blue Hepatica (Anemone Hepattca) and Flesh cnloared Spring flow- 
ering heath (Erica saxatilis, Sal.) flowering. 

18, Double Red Hepatica, flowering, and several flowers blosvn on the caan noft 
AJVhin, or Futze (Ulex EuroiKEus)* 
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This day sowed Chijrlton Hotspur Peas— In the introduction to the Naturalist's 
Report, we endeavoured to point out the advantages likely to arise from a gar- 
diner's Journal of this kind, and we again request an attention to this Subject.

Last year the Chaffinch sung first, on the 8th of February, aqd the Hedge 
Sparrow on the 13th, but the Heoatica was not in flower, until the 21th.

CELESTIAL PHENOMENA. 

FOR MARCH, 1809. 

On the first, the Moon pissses our meridian at 12 o'Clock, being vnder the 
middle of the Lion; the first being above her to the west, and the se<^nd above 
her to the east of the meridian, but at a much greater distance. At tliis time 
lyiars and tbe first of the Virgin are in the south-east; and soon after her rising, 
two planets in tbe west, the Moon in the east, and Orion near the meridian 
form a very magnificent scene. At 9 o'clock she is i"!" 49': from the second of 
Taurus. 

Fifth, slxe rises at 5*7 min. past 10, under the first of the Virgin, and Mars,
